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To  the  Pebworth  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District  for  the  year  1913. 

Similar  to  the  previous  year  the  health  of  the  district  has  been 
exceptionally  good,  and  there  has  been  a  remarkable  freedom  from  the 
Notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Diseases- 

By  comparing  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  in  the  Pebworth 
Rural  District  with  the  neighbouring  Sanitary  Districts,  it  will  be 
seen  in  the  “  Statistical  Records  ”  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  the  Acute  Infectious  Diseases,  that  the 
attack  rate  in  your  district  was  only  0‘61  per  1,000  of  the  population  for 
Diphtheria  and  2*14  per  1,000  for  Scarlet  Fever;  whereas  in  theEvesham 
Rural  District  it  was  0*75  for  Diphtheria  and  3*28  for  Scarlet  Fever. 
But  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham  it  was  as  high  as  5*17  for  Diphtheria 
and  7*06  for  Scarlet  Fever  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Tewkesbury  Rural  District  had  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but 
the  attack  rate  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  2*29  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Campden  Rural  District  has  recorded  2*31  of  Diphtheria  and  only  1  78 
of  Scarlet  Fever.  Therefore  it  is  clearly  visible  from  the  above 
records  that  your  District  was  below  the  averages,  as  well  as  being 
considerably  below  the  average  in  this  respect,  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales,  which  was  1*39  for  Diphtheria  and  3*57  for  Scarlet  Fever 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

No  deaths  were  registered  from  any  of  the  Zymotic  Diseases,  and 
the  9*25  standardised  general  death  rate  for  the  District  compares 
very  favourably  with  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  at  18*4 
per  1,000  of  the  whole  population — or  0*4  higher  than  1912.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  of  the  District  was  also  remarkably  low,  being  only 
at  the  rate  of  29  per  1,000  of  births,  whereas  the  record  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  was  109  per  1,000  births 
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The  most  unfavourable  circumstance  to  be  reported  in  this  Rural 
District,  as  well  as  in  many  others,  is  the  declining  Birth  rate.  The 
Birth  rate  for  the  year  in  your  District  being  only  20*3  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  and  compares  unfavourably  with  a  rate  of  23‘9  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  natural  and  social  conditions  of  the  District  remain  the  same, 
and  have  been  fully  described  in  the  Reports  for  1906  and  1910. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — There  has  been  an  ample  supjdy  of  potable  waters 
to  all  the  villages  situated  within  the  District.  A  periodical  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  these  waters  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  on  all  occasions  they  were  found  to  be  free  from 
any  source  of  contamination.  Neither  have  any  of  these  waters  any 
plumbo  solvent  action.  The  scheme  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual 
Report  for  the  augmentation  of  the  supply  of  the  Evesham  and 
Pebworth  villages  water  undertaking  has  been  carried  through.  The 
six  springs  situated  in  Lidcombe  Wood,  in  the  Parish  of  Stan  way,  has 
now  been  acquired  on  a  lease  of  99  years  from  Lord  Elcho.  The 
collecting  chamber,  which  is  situated  800ft.  above  sea  level,  will 
materially  improve  the  existing  pressure  in  water  mains.  Complaints 
have  previously  been  received  as  to  the  smallness  of  the  water  pressure. 
The  six  springs  yield  half-a  million  gallons  per  diem,  to  which  the 
Evesham  and  Pebworth  undertaking  are  entitled  to  250,000  gallons 
per  day.  The  Rural  District  of  Winchcombe  has  a  claim  for  the 
rest.  All  the  villages  named  in  my  Report  for  1911  receive  their  water 
supply  from  this  undertaking.  A  resolution  was  passed  during  the 
year  by  your  Council  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  inhabitants  of 
Ashton- under-Hill  to  connect  their  houses  with  the  water  mains  of  the 
village  instead  of  obtaining  their  necessary  supply  from  a  number  of 
stand  posts  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  village.  Arrangements 
are  now  also  being  made  to  augment  this  supply  of  water,  which  is 
derived  from  springs  situated  on  the  hills  above  this  village. 

Rivers  ai\d  Streams. — There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  of  any 
consequence  within  your  District  to  be  polluted. 
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Drainage  ai\d  Sewerage. — The  open  road  drains  at  Ashton-under- 
Hill  have  been  converted  into  closed  drains  by  the  laying  of  12-inch 
glazed  pipes.  This  is  a  vast  improvement  to  the  appearance  of  the 
village.  In  some  of  the  other  villages,  where  the  obsolete  plan  of 
draining  the  surface  water  by  means  of  open  ditches  obtains,  I  would 
strongly  recommend  the  Council  to  adopt  a  similar  course  as  at 
Ashton-under-Hill,  and  have  all  these  converted  into  closed  drains. 
By  so  doing  it  will  prevent  any  possibility  of  obnoxious  effluvia  emitting 
therefrom,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  Because  at  this 
time  of  the  year  there  is  a  less  constant  flow  of  water,  and  some  parts 
in  their  course  are  apt  to  become  stagnant  for  a  time.  The  adoption 
of  this  plan  would  do  away  with  the  expense  of  periodical  cleansing. 

Schools. — I  regret  to  find  that  no  active  measures  have  yet  been 
taken  to  improve  the  ventilation  in  some  of  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools,  as  suggested  in  my  Reports  for  1911  and  1912.  In  these 
Reports  I  stated  how  very  essential  it  is  for  the  health  of  the  scholars, 
as  well  as  the  teachers,  to  have  the  class  room  windows  made  to  open 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  It  is  only  by  such  an  arrangement  as 
this  that  any  class  room  can  be  thoroughly  flushed  with  the  pure  fresh 
air  direct  from  the  outside  during  the  out-of-school  hours  of  the 
children.  Anyone  entertaining  the  idea  that  a  class  room  can  be 
flushed  of  all  its  foul  and  stagna^nt  atmosphere  by  means  of  the  hopper 
sash  window,  Tobin’s  tube,  Sheringham’s  valves  or  ventilating 
radiators  is  ignorant  of  the  physical  properties  of  air.  A  great  many 
ailments  are  caused  by  breathing  an  impure  atmosphere.  Children 
who  are  quite  free  from  adenoids,  enlarged  tonsils,  decayed  teeth,  &c., 
prior  to  the  days  of  their  compulsory  school  attendance,  are  subse¬ 
quently  found  to  deyelop  them,  when  confined  in  badly-ventilated  class 
rooms.  These  circumstances  originating  from  no  other  cause  than  an 
inadequate  supply  of  oxygen.  The  costly  and  elaborate  buildings 
which  are  sometimes  erected  for  the  education  of  children  is  very  often 
more  of  a  drawback  than  a  help  as  regards  their  health  and  development, 
owing  to  the  system  of  ventilation  adapted  in  them  being  a  deficient 
one. 
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The  only  school  which  was  closed  during  the  year  was  the 
Willersey  Voluntary  School,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Whooping 
Cough,  from  the  8th  to  the  22nd  of  September. 

Food. 

Milk  Supply.  — As  I  stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  cleanliness 
is  a  prime  factor  in  dealing  with  this  article  of  diet.  All  cows  should  be 
kept  clean  and  free  from  any  adherent  dung  to  their  sides  and  tails. 
The  udders  should  always  be  washed  before  milking,  and  any  abrasions 
or  sores  on  the  udders  of  the  herd  should  be  treated,  because  Scarlet 
Fever  has  originated  as  an  epidemic  from  this  cause.  In  like  manner 
an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  has  just  been  traced  to  a  milk  source,  where 
it  was  found  that  on  the  hands  of  one  of  the  milkers  were  sores 
infected  with  the  Klebs-Ldffler  Bacillus  (germ).  It  is  therefore  most 
important  that  any  wound,  ulcer  or  sore  on  the  hands  of  any  milker 
should  also  be  treated.  All  the  Registered  Dairies  have  been 
periodically  inspected  during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

Other  Foods. — The  Bakehouses  in  the  District  have  been  duly 
inspected.  They  have  also  been  lime  washed  twice  during  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  Bye-laws.  From  a  public  health  point  of  view  it 
is  a  highly  important  matter  that  bread  should  be  delivered  in  covered 
carts,  because  during  last  summer  I  made  a  bacteriological  investigation 
of  about  half-an-inch  square  of  the  outside  crust  of  a  loaf  purchased 
from  an  open  cart  on  the  highway.  To  my  astonishment  I  was  able  to 
cultivate  no  less  than  seven  different  forms  of  Pathogenic  Micro¬ 
organisms  (disease  germs).  The  model  hygienic  method  of  delivering 
bread  from  the  bakehouse  to  the  consumer  would  be  in  closed  paper 
bags. 

Housing. — The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act  1909  were  80,  of  these  42  were  found  defective,  but  some  have 
since  been  rectified.  Seven  were  considered  unfit  for  habitation,  and 
4  of  these  have  now  been  made  habitable,  with  closing  orders  being 
issued.  The  chief  defects  appear  to  be  dampness  of  the  walls  of  the 
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older  houses,  in  a  great  measure  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  proper 
damp  proof  course  in  them.  In  some  cases  the  dilapidated  state  of  the 
roofs  was  found  to  cause  the  walls  to  become  damp.  The  floors  in  some 
of  the  cottages  are  in  bad  state,  and  some  of  them  suffer  from 
dilapidation  owing  to  the  want  of  repair.  Ten  new  cottages  are  in  the 
course  of  erection  by  your  Council  in  the  Parish  of  Pebworth.  A 
similar  number  are  also  to  be  built  by  you  at  Honeybourne.  To  meet 
the  demands  of  the  agricultural  labourers  in  rural  districts  the  class 
of  cottages  most  urgently  needed  are  a  number  of  dwellings  similar  to 
those  built  by  some  of  the  landed  gentry,  and  now  let  at  the  insig¬ 
nificant  rent  of  Is.  6d.  per  week.  For  instance,  in  the  Village  of  Great 
Washbourne,  adjoining  your  District,  Lieutenant  Eyres  Monsell,  M.P., 
has  built  several  such  cottages.  The  accommodation  in  them  is 
practically  the  same  as  that  to  be  found  in  cottages  built  by  Sanitary 
Authorities  and  let  at  3s.  9d.  to  4s.  When  a  labourer  has  to  pay  this 
rent  for  his  dwelling  there  is  not  much  left  out  of  his  small  earnings  to 
provide  for  a  wife  and  family,  and  especially  so  at  the  present  time, 
when  the  necessities  of  life  are  so  expensive. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

Since  the  publication  of  my  last  Annual  Report  great  strides 
are  being  made  in  order  to  alleviate  and  mitigate  this  terrible  scourge. 
The  first  general  move  in  this  direction  was  contained  in  the  Clauses  of 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  1911,  under  the  title  of  Sanatorium 
Benefit  for  those  who  were  insured  under  the  said  Act.  The  Local 
Government  Board,  considering  these  provisions  to  be  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  took  the  matter  in  hand,  and  have  since  issued  a  number 
of  Orders  and  Regulations  whereby  it  is  now  possible  for  all  tuberculous 
people  to  obtain  proper  advice  and  treatment.  The  scheme  adapted  for 
the  prevention  and  treatment  of  the  disease  in  the  County  of  Gloucester 
is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  identical  with  the  schemes  put  into 
operation  in  the  other  Counties  in  England  and  Wales.  As  you  are 
aware,  all  the  forms  of  Tuberculosis  have  now  become  compulsorily 
notifiable  to  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health,  who  visits  each  case  and 
endeavours  to  find  out  the  source  of  its  origin  in  the  individual.  The 
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sanitary  state  of  his  dwelling  is  also  looked  into,  and  recommendations 
thereon  placed  before  your  Council.  All  tlie  measures  which  are  in 
vogue  to  prevent  any  spreading  of  the  disease  are  put  in  action. 
Contact  cases  are  searched  for  under  all  circumstances,  and  if  any  are 
found  advice  is  given  as  to  the  best  methods  of  having  the  disease 
arrested.  Efficient  and  thorough  disinfection  is  also  personally 

carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  where  needed.  Specific  treat¬ 
ment  for  all  suitable  cases  can  be  obtained  at  the  Tuberculin 
Dispensary  in  Winchcombe  or  at  Moreton-in-Marsh  upon  application  • 
at  either  of  these  dispensaries. 

In  my  Report  for  1911,  I  stated  that  the  disease  was  not  very 
prevalent  in  this  District.  This  remark  was  based  on  the  number  of 
notifications  received  from  the  practitioners  practising  in  the  district. 
Since  that  Report  was  published  I  have  found  out  that  all  the  cases 
are  not  duly  notified  and  that  the  disease  is  more  prevalent  than  was 
at  first  formulated.  Steps  will  soon  have  to  be  taken  to  insist  on  all 
the  cases  being  properly  notified. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I  have  already  compared  the  incidence  of  the  Acute  Infectious 
Diseases  occurring  in  this  District  with  the  neighbouring  Sanitary 
Districts  at  the  commencement  of  this  report.  I  attribute  the  com¬ 
parative  absence  of  these  complaints,  so  prevalent  in  the  surrounding 
Districts,  to  be  due  to  the  manner  in  which  we  deal  with  the  Public 
Elementary  Schools  in  getting  rid  of  any  virus  that  may  lay  dormant 
in  these  buildings.  The  Infectious  Disease  known  as  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  which  I  advised  you  to  place  on  the  list  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases  in  one  of  my  Quarterly  Reporcs  for  1911,  has  now 
been  made  compulsorily  notifiable  on  all  Urban  and  Rural  Districts 
without  exception. 

Vital  Statistics. 

I  have  previously  stated  in  the  commencement  of  this  report  that  the 
death  rate  in  the  District  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the 
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whole  of  England  and  Wales,  and  it  is  the  lowest  on  record  since  1902. 
The  low  death  rate  for  November  and  December  was  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  the  unusual  mildness  of  the  weather  during  these  months.  The 
rate  of  mortality  for  the  whole  County  appears  to  be  higher  for  Cancer 
than  for  Tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms.  The  rate  for  1912  being  1’06 
per  1,000  of  the  population  for  Cancer,  and  0*94  for  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.  But  in  this  District  the  death  rate  for  Tuberculosis  was 
the  higher  of  the  two,  being  1*5  per  1,000  of  the  population  to  1*2  per 
1,000  for  Cancer.  There  were  no  deaths  registered  from  Pneumonia 
in  any  of  its  forms.

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1913. 

Housing. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  carried  out  a  house-to- 
house  survey  of  Cow  Honeybourne,  which  is  the  largest  Parish  in  your 
District.  Eighty  houses  were  inspected,  out  of  which  number  42  were 
defective,  7  were  totally  unfit  for  habitation,  7  were  overcrowded. 
There  have  been  four  closing  orders  made,  but  owing  to  the  dearth  of 
houses  these  have  not  been  enforced.  In  September  the  Council 
decided  to  build  10  cottages  at  Honeybourne,  and  negotiations  were 
entered  into  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land,  but  up  to  the 
present  it  has  been  impossible  to  procure  a  suitable  site. 

Earlier  in  the  year,  in  my  capacity  as  Surveyor,  I  was  instructed 
to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  10  cottages  at  Pebworth,  where 
bad  housing  conditions  exist.  Land  was  purchased  and  a  contract  entered 
into  for  the  sum  of  £1,480  for  the  10  cottages.  These  are  now  nearing 
completion,  and  numerous  applications  for  them  have  been  received. 

A  short  description  of  the  cottages  may  prove  of  interest.  They 
are  of  9-inch  brickwork  with  tiled  roofs,  the  accommodation  being  as 
follows  : — Living  room,  12ft.  Gin.  x  18ft.  Gin. ;  scullery,  12ft.  x  Sin.  ; 
bedroom  (l),  14ft.  x  10ft.  Gin.  ;  bedroom  (2),  lift,  x  8ft.  Sin.  ; 
bedroom  (3),  8ft.  x  Sin.  There  is  a  larder,  coals  and  store  under 
stairs,  small  range,  dresser,  etc.,  in  living  room  ;  cooking  stove,  bath 
and  copper  in  scullery  ;  an  e.c.  is  provided  to  each  cottage  at  a 
distance  of  12  feet  from  the  house.  The  height  of  all  the  rooms  is 
8ft.  throughout,  and  there  are  fireplaces  in  two  of  the  bedrooms.  A 
similar  plan  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Honeyhourne 
Housing  Scheme. 

Only  two  cottages  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year. 


Drainage,  etc. 

Seventeen  drains  have  been  laid  or  relaid,  6  cleansed,  trapped  or 
ventilated.  Eleven  new  water  closets  or  earth  closets  provided,  and  16 
privies  repaired.  There  are  now  very  few,  if  any,  of  the  old-fashioned 
privy  middens  in  existence,  these  having  been  replaced  by  improved 
privies  or  pail  closets. 

Water  Supplies. 

A  shortage  of  water  occurred  at  Ashton-under-Hill,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  improve  matters.  There  is  now  sufficient  for  all  domestic 
purposes,  and  the  supply  is  likely  to  be  augmented  during  this  year. 

A  new  spring  has  been  “picked  up”  in  connection  with  the 
Weston  Subedge  water  supply,  and  there  is  an  excellent  pressure 
throughout  the  village. 

Two  new  connections  were  made  to  the  mains  during  1913. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  is  only  one  slaughter  house  and  one  butcher’s  shop  in  your 
District,  and  the  meat  is  always  of  a  good  standard.  The  premises 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals,  and  all  necessary  action  taken. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  number  of  Begistered  Dairies,  etc.,  on  the  Register  has  been 
reduced  to  22,  and  these  and  the  cowsheds  have  been  kept  in  a  cleanly 
state.  There  is  room  for  some  improvements  in  the  surroundings  of 
the  cowsheds,  but  the  law  regarding  these  places  is  so  unsatisfactory  at 
present  that  no  action  has  been  taken. 

Workshops. 

The  11  Workshops  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  all 
necessary  notices  served.  Forty-one  residences  of  Outworkers  have 
been  visited  and  proved  to  be  kept  clean.  The  five  Bakehouses  registered 
have  been  inspected  quarterly,  and  in  two  instances  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  notices.
